And I 
am of Opinion this is, When ſuch a Prince and People have made a Co- 
venant, Campad or Agreement, explicite or implicite: When having 
with a good Conſcience defended their King, Laws, and Countrey,as long 
as they could; they-yield, being taken Fritonexs, or ſubdued. and let 
this:conſent be ſuppoſed to, be aver-awed, yet conſent it is; eſpecially 
when they have made,a Solemn Promileor Oath to ſuch a Prince. 
And he that breaks fuch a Promiſe or Oath is wicked. Dauid deſcribes 
2 Citizenof Zia 4hus, He that ſweareth to his own hurt, and. changeth nat, 
Pſat. 15. 4+ Tbis is grounded upon this. Natural Prigciple, That what

A. The Scriptures, not being an dbſ6lute Rule of Policy, as I 'faid 
before, - ſuppoſe that we know, who is our King or Governour, or who 
are the-Higher Powers, by Reaſon, and the ſeveral Laws and Conſtitu- 
tions; or Immemorial Ulſages of ſeveral Countries. And then inſtruct 
gr their Duty. But of this Section I thall ſpeak in its Or-

2. If the Dr. means by Actual Poſſeſſion of the Throne, ſuch a Cove- 
nant or Settlement,” 'as is before mentioned, then I fay,, whoever hath 
ſuch a Serrlement, hath not ohly Gods Authority, but Hamane and Le- 
Sl Right 5 tho' he is not the next Heir, or immediate Lineal Succeſlor.

-And in this' caſe the oid 
Maxim proves true, Yox Populi eft Vox Dei, The voice of "the-People is 
the voice of God. God chuſeth whom the People in this manner chule. 
Bur I do not think that any rational Politician, or judicious Divine 
grounds this Pofition upon the Diſpoſal of Providence firſtly : I-am ſure, 
moſt donor. 
But upon ſuch Principles as theſe; 
1. No one Form of Government is Natural or Moral, but purely of 
LR : Politive 
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Poſitive Agreement. And tho! it is good Manners in the Subjects of a 
Monarch, eſpecially ofan Englith Monarch, to believe Regal Govern- 
ment beſt ; and to believe that Hereditary Government, or Monarchy, 
is moſt prudential and excellent : And that Lineal Succefſion is not to 
be altered but upon very ſufficient grounds. And tho' no Man ought'to 
medgle-wich them chat are given to change 3 ( which may pofſibly efall 
a King; as well as his Subjects ) yet no Man can with a good Conſci- 
ence condemn anybther lawful Form of Government. As the Govern- 
ment of che Confuls, and Senate of Rome of old : Or the Government 
of the Duke of Vevice, or Senate at preſent : Or the States General of 
the United Provinces. All whoſe Subjects are to obey, and not reliſt 
their ſeveral Sovereigns, by St. Paul's command, Rom: 13. For they 
have their Power of God, and Gods Authority. 

2. The Publick Good is the Sovereign Law of all. And fo tho? Sub- 
jects have Sworn to maintain their Sovereign, yet if he, and they are 
Conquered, and the Conqueror gives them their Lives, Liberties, or 
Eſtates, whereupon they Promiſe or Swear Allegiance to him, they muſt 
for the future own him as their Soveraign Lord. Or, if they are grie- 
voully oppreſſed, ſo that the Publick Good of their Countrey or "the 


Preſervation of their Laws, Liberties, and Religion requires them to - 


forſake their King, who (as I ſuppoſe) would have brought them into 
Slavery z or Non-afliſtance, as the Dr. confeſſeth, when a loving, vali- 
ant, and good Friend comes to fave their Religion, Laws, and Proper- 
ties.: In this caſe the Subjects ought to obey him that hath Actual Poſ- 


ſefſion'of the Throne. For he 1s their Elected King, and hath Humane, 


Legal, and Divine Right. | 

And this ſecures Yrinces from Factious, Seditious, and Rebellious 
Subjects. And (ecures Subjects from Wicked, Crue), and I!l-deſigning, 
or |-advifed Princes, who follow evil Counſellors, to the Subverſion 
of the Laws, and Ruine of the Kingdom. 

And this 1 think may be proved from the Drs. own Afſertions, (cat- 
tered in this Book. " 

I, He allerts, p. 14. Sometimes God not only places a ſingle Perſon in” the 
Throne, but intails it on his Family by Humane Laws, and makes the Throne 
a Legal Inheritance. And p. 24. Hereditary Right is either a continued 
Uſurpation, which can give no Right, or a Right by Law, that is by the Cone 
ſent of the People to intail the Crown on ſuch a Family. Now all Laws are 
made by the Advice and Conſent 'of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons. From wheace it follows that the Dr. muſt own, that 
Hereditary Monarchy is ſo made by the People; and that ſuch a'Mp- 
narch receives all his Power ( for he hath no Power, but: Legal )' from 
them as well as from God. And as for what follows, which, ſaith the 
Dr. I obſerved before, If Right be reſolved into the' Choice and Conſent of 
the People, cannot be done ;, for what Right had my Anteſtor 5 .thretior four hnn- 
dared years ago, to chuſe a King for me? A.

2. The Dr, alerts, p..36. If they ( that is, Sovereign Princes)! reeghu+ 
their Authority from Men, ( which they doy.as well asdrom-God, /ſay we) 
and Humane Laws, (which the Dr. confefled before) 1 carnor imagine 
that their Power is any more than a Truſt, of whiroh they muſt give an account 
to thoſe who have intruſted them with it, according to thoſe. Laws, by 
which they mere intruſted to exercife that Power. For. whether there be any 
expreſs Proviſion ' made in the Law td.call them to an Account or no, the 'Na- 
ene of the thing proves, that if they receive their Power from Men, they are

ter the Crown upon. a Kings Head, or-by any like extra- 
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ordinitity Nomination and Means. Bur we fay (and I hope the Dr. upon 
conſideration will not deny it) that Right Reaſon, Natural Conſcience, 
Law, and Scripture are the Rule of our Duty ; and by thele means 
God cooperates, and his Divine Providence concurs with men. And 
when the Dr. is in his ſeriſes, and argues like himſelf, that is, a Divine 
of his Reputation and Station in the Church, he will tell you, p. 65. 
That the King hath no Kight but by Law, and then the Law may determine 
how far bis Right ſhall extend, 8&c- But this Revolution hath confounded 
the wiſdom of the wiſe, and brought to nothing the underſtanding of 
the prudent ; informuch that a man may propound St. Pauls Queſtion to 
theſs great Doctors of our Church ; Where s the Wiſe ? Where 4s the 
Scribe ? Where is the Diſputer of this World ? Hath not God made foolith 
the wiſdom of this World > It is much eafter to juſtifie the whole Re- 
volution. I will here add the Judgement of Tol. colleted by the An- 
thor of the Synopſis on Rom. 13- Power (that is, Principality or Magi- 
ſtracy, yea, even of Infidels and Idolaters) is not but of God, that is, 
from the Divine Ordination and Diſpoſition, - that the wicked may be 
reſtrained, the' juſt honouref, &c. from God as'the firlt Beginning, and 
Cauſe, and Author, not indeed by hinifelf, but mediarely, by men, in 
whom God hath pur this inſtin& to ſet over them thote that ſhould 
Rule them. And whoever reads the Lord Chan. Forteſcne, will tind this 
true in England,

By Covenant, or by the Election of 
the People. I fear that the Dr's. Enthutialtical notion of Providence 
here impoſed upon his Learning. 

Let'no man 9 that I do not ſpeak of Divine Providence with that 
awful regard and reverence that I ought ; for ſurely I juſtifte Gods Pro- 
vidence much more clearly, than this abſtruſe and unaccountable notion. 

The Dr. goes on : By Nature, Parents have a Natural Superiority over 
their Children, and are thtify Lords and Governonrs- too, This was the firſt 
'Government in the- World, and is the only Nacural Authority :- For in 

propriety 
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4; propriety of ſpeaking, there is no Natural Prince but a Father, &; 
Here obſerve that this deſtrovs the Principles of Sir R. F's. Book ; 
with which ſo many young Divines in the Univerſity of late have been 
poſſeſſed, and about which they have been fo very paſſionace, that they 
would endure no modeſt oppoſition ; but invidiouſly declaimed againſt 
any man who did but call in queſtion this Principle, as if he could not 
be a Lover of Monarchy. If there is no Natural Prince but a Father, 
thens in propriety of ſpeaking, there can be no Natural Prince now in 
the World; but every Prince muſt be by Inſtitution, or Agreement, 
or the like. For the Relation of King and Subje& are not Natural, as 
the Relation of Father and Child are. But yet I ſay, Monarchy ap- 
proacheth neareſt to.the Goyernment of Gods Throne. And I approve 
of the words of the Reverend Dr., Fern, Monarchy (however we cannot 
ſay it is Fure Divino, by Divine Precept, commanding all Nations, to be 
ſo governed, or Jure Nature, by Nature's Law inforcing it) is plainly 
duttu Nature, by Nature leading men from Paternal to Legal Govern- 
ment, and exemplo Djvino, as I may ſay, by Divine example and infinua- 
tion. We ſuppoſe (as the Sacred Hiſtorian tells us) that Adam, and fo 
Noah after the Flood, by Gods bleſſing begat Sons and Daughters. Theſe 
{pread over the face of the Earth z ſome in 4/ia3 ſome in Africa; ſotne 
in Ewrope, &c, And theſe God indued with Reaſon, and they lived ( or 
ſhould have lived) by the Light of Nature, Gods own Law written in 
their hearts. ( And as face anſwereth to face in a glaſs; ſo the heart 
of man to man.) -And when they encreaſed greatly, for orders ſake, 
or becauſe ſome were lawleſs, and, living without the fear of God, 
oppreſſed the weak, Natural Prudence, which is the Light of God 
in Man, taught them to Covenant with one Ruler, and to have com- 
mon ſociety and mutual help, and ſome Rules, Laws and Cuſtpms to 
determine Controverſies between Family and Family; Man or Man 
by jor the publick good. To this firſt Conſtitution all were bound, both 
" Rulers, and Ruled ; and this could not be changed (ordinarily) bur by 
the Heads of ſuch Societies, or Families. If any man can diſprove this 
by Reaſon, or Scripture, .we would gladly ſee it. | 
As for our own Countrey, it 1s manifeſt in the moſt antient Hi- 
ſtories and Chronicles that ever I read, that we have been governed by 
Kings all along. But we have had an Heptarchy, and not always Lireal 
Succeſſion. And when England was one Monarchy under Egbers, in the 
year of Chriſt 818. or thereabouts, we hall find the Succeſſion alrered 
for the publick good; as the late Author of the Unreafonableneſs of Se- 
paration upon the account of the Oaths hath largely ſhewed out of Mar. 
Weftminſter, and Mat. Paris, and others, Bur till all this fuppoſeth an 
Agreement between the King and People originally. And no doubr 
Monarchy, and all Government will ſtand beſt upon. its own Foundation. 
And what men agree to, all conſcientious-men. will obſerye, according 
H 
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to the mutual Oath of King and People. And it is ſo far:from being 
20 inconvenience, that it is the only true and juſt Title of all Royal Fa- 
milies. And it is a prejudice to the King, to ſay otherwiſe : For the 
beſt and wiſeſt men ſubmit only upon Condition and Covenant. We 
know that Nature teacheth all men to prevent Ruine 3- and this is the 
Law of God. | 
| But let us come tothe Dr's- great Principle, the. diſpoſal of, Proyi- 
dence, p. 12. God governs the re## of the World, removes Kings, and ſets-up 
Kings, only by his Providence, that is, then God ſets up a King, when by his 
Providence he advanceth him to the Throne (that 1s, I think, God ſets up a 
King, when he ſets up a King ; a ſelevident Principle) and puts the Sove- 
reign Authority into his hands : Then he removeth a K ing, when by bis Pro« 
vidnce he thruſts him from his Throne, and takes the Government out of his, 
hands, &Cc. 1 

I can make no other ſenſe of this, but that God doth ir, when he 
doth it. But how ſhall it appear to us, that it is Gods Providence, 
either to remove, or {et up a King? 

The Dr. anſivereth, There are but three ways whereby. God gives this 
Power and Authority to any perſon; either by Nature, or by expreſs Nomina- 
tion, or by the Diſpoſal of Providence, p. 11. If. this be not Trifling, 1 
know not- what is. If any man ſhould ask the Dr. Who made him 
Maſter of the Temple ? and he thould anſiver, God made him (6, or it 
was the diſpoſal of Providence; would he not ſmile, tho” this is true ? 
But the Queſtion asked is about the Humane Principal Efhcient, ſubor- 
dinate to God, and his ”rovidence. But the former never. comes into 
queſtion among Chriſtians. It is confeſled, ir was Gods Providence 
thar exalted Joſeph and all Kings. I can hardly forbear, but I have al- 
ways reverenced the Dr. and therefore will ſay no more, but Lord have 
mercy upon us the (infal Sons of Adam: O the power of Prejudice ! 

As for Gods Providence in this Revolution, I have publiſhed my 


thoughts in a Diſcourle entituled, Conſcience ſatisfied, in a Cordial and 


Loya! Submiſſion to the preſent Government of King William and Queen 
Mary ; and I mutt refer che inquiſitive Reader to that Treatiſe, p. 11, &c. 

But here farther, that we may conſider what the Doctor fzich, we 
mult diitinguich of Gods Providence : It is either, 1. Immediate and extra» 
ordinary, Or 2. MMediate avd ordinary. 

I. The immediate and extraordinary Providence of God is,when God 
works what he will beſides or againſt the means and order appointed by 
him{cit in Nature. . And this is done in all Miracles, which are effte&ed 
to this end, that we may know that the Omnipotent Creator and Go- 
vernour of all rhings, acts moſt freely by means, or without means. 

And chis is manifeſt either, 1. In punithing his Eaemics:; (Oh: ©. In 
prelerving his Servants. Thus God immediately by a Deluge from Hea- 
ven drewned the Old World; confounded the Language of the Rebels 

ac 
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# Babel; rained Fire attd Brimſtone ont of Heaven upon Sodom; drown- 
ed Pharzv and his Hoſt in the Red Sea, after al! thoſe former Plagues 
avd Judgments upon him. Thus God commanded the Earth to open 
and ſwallow up thoſe prond and hypocritical Rebels, Cora and his com- 
Pani. By this the Sun ſtood fill, and the Moon Rayed, til! the people 

d avenged themſelves on their Enemies, Joſh. 10. 13. By this, to deli- 
ver good Heztkiah and his people !/-ael, the Angel of the Lord ſmote in 
the Camp of the A4fhrians one hundred fourſcore and five thouſand, 
2 King. 19. 35. On the other ſide, God by his extraordinary Providence 
gave 4braham a Son in his old age; commanded the Ravens to feed his 
zealous Servant Elijah; multiplied the Widdows Oilz and preſerved 
the three Children in the Fiery Furnace, and the like. Hence the Pſal- 
miſt concludes; The Loyd alone doth gre at wonders, Pſal. 136. 4. 

Burt I ſuppoſe the Dr. doth not mean, that God makes any King or 

Queen thus by Miracle. He did not ſend an Angel to ſet the Crown 
on their Majeſties Heads on the days of their Arrival in Zondon, or on 
the day of their Ele&ion by the Convention of Eſtates, or on the day 
of their Coronation. 
2. Therefore there is a mediate and ordinary Providence of God : 
And that is, when God by Creatures or ſecond Cauſes produceth thoſe 
Effects, to which thoſe Creatures or Cauſes by the conſtant, accuſtomed 
Orderof Nature are appointed and made by God. Thus by food and 
nouriſhment he ſuſtains us ; by Phyſick and Medicines he removes diſ- 
eaſes, and heals the fick ; by his Word Read and Preached he declares 
his will to ſinners, and perſwades them to believe and obey. Thas we 
read, Man doth not live by bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of the Lord, Deut. $. 3, And Hezekiah was recovered by ap- 
plying a lump of Figs, and laying it for a Plaiſter upon a Boyl, 1/a. 
38. 21. Finally, thus our Saviour ſaith, Abraham in the Parable told the 
rich Glutton, They have Moſes and the Prophets, let them bear them, Luk. 
16. 29. ThusI acknowledee it is the diſpoſal of Providence, that by che 
Convention of Eſtates, as Means or Inſtraments, the Prince and Prin- 
cefs of Orange ſhould be King and Queen of England, &e. 

Now the Dr. faith well, $ 3- p. 12. Providence is Gods Government of the 
World by an Inviſible Influence and Power, &c. But he might have told us, 
that the Acts, Manner, and Effects of Providence become viftble to us. 

And the diſpoſals of Providence are ſeen, either, 1. In Divine Judg- 
ments or Punithments. -£ 

Or, 2. In Divine Probations, and Fatherly Corre@tions and Chaſtiſe- 
ments. 

Or, 3- In Divine Bleſſings, Mercies, and Deliverances : And all theſe 
are Perſonal, Domeſtical, or National. 

Now Gods Providence is holy and joſt in all theſe. But ſometimes 


the Inſtruments are very wicked. Thus proud and cruel an,” Ph 
re 
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break in pieces Gods people, and affli& his Heritage, as the Plalmiſt 
(peaks ; tho' they are Gods Rod, or Inſtruments by whom the Lord 
chaſtiſeth his Servants (which in God is moſt lawful and juſt) T ay, un- 
godly men are guilty of the evil of fin: Becauſe they propound to 'them- 
{elves the ſatisfaction of their own malicious and ſpiteful affections. But 
whoever are the Inſtruments of Gods Providence in Bleflings, Metrcies, 
Deliverances, in ſuch As do well, and deſerve praiſe of all chat are not 
ungrateful. Thus the late Revolution is Gods juſt Judgment and Pu- 
niſhment on the Papiſts, and all Oppreſlors that joyned with thetn. But 
it iS an Exceeding ont mercy, bleſhing, and deliverance to the 'Frots- 
ſtant Church, and all Gods faithful Servants. But I ſpare the Dr's pre- 
jadice. He knows the old ſayinz, Dots later in generalibis, God permits 
evil laſtraments, but he approves good Inſtraments iti ſuch acts. 

It is true alſo as the Dr. ſaith, That God mot only permits, but the doth 
theſe things, He permits men to do wickedly, but God is the Author of all the 
Good and Evil, which happens to private perſons, or pablick Societies. Surely 
no Chriſtian donbts of this. 

But then we diſtinguiſh, which the Dr. doth not, and ay, 1. Evil is 
from God, who punitheth, corrects, or chaſtiferh his Church. _ 

2. Good is from God, who defends, delivers, blefles, or ſaves his 
Church. And this is done ordinarily by the free Miniſtries of men. 

And the Queſtion between us is, of theſe Inſtruments, whether they 
be Evil, or Good, or whether they have done Evil or Good, deferve 
well or ill of the- Church and Common-wealth ? 

Thus to illuſtrate my meaning: I fay, that O. C. and his Confede- 
rates were Uſurpers, Traitors and Murderers ; and tho' they had 

wer or ſtrength, yet they had not Power or Authority from God; 
Be King Wiliam and his Confederates had not only Strength or Power 
but allo had Power or Authority from God to fave this Church and 
Kingdom, when we were ſo near ſmking under Popery and Slavery, 
And this I think is deducible from what the Dr. ſometimes grants. As 
when Le faith, p. 28. The Law of God and Nature mnſt take place of all 
Humane Poſitive Laws and Oaths. And whea he faith, p. 33. Tho' I have 
as great a Reverence for Princes 4s any man, 1 do not think the Right and 
Intereſt of Princes ſo conſider able as the Safety and Preſervation of a Nation; 
and the Lives and Fortunes of alt his Subjetts, From whence T infer, that 
no Pofitive Laws, Oaths, or Prince, in cafe of fuch Oppreffions as we 

oaned under, ought to ſtand in competition with the Prefervation of 
our Countrey, Liberty, Property and Religion. And conſequently King 
Wiliam and his Confederates deſerve Immortal Honour from all Engliſh- 
men and good Proteſtants. And if chis be not ſound Divinity, I defite 
that the Dr. would be pleaſed to beſtow ſome of his Charity upon me; 
and write another Book tv convince thofe of my Perſwaſion. -1-wifh he 
had free leave given him to try bis Skill. For the? I do-not pretend

For tho' we can Meric 
nothingat Gods Hands, yet we may Merit from Man. Thus, the Hand 
of the diligent. maketh rich, ſaith So/o-mon, and the, bleſſing of the Lord 
maketh rich. And ſeeſt thou a Man that is diligent .in his buſineſs ? he 
ſhall tand-before Kings ; he ſhall not ſtand before mean Men. This is 
Gods Cooperation and Concourſe : And God ( guaſe ex patto coobligat ſe 
creaturis, as a Learned Proteſtant Schoolman and Metaphylician ſpeaks ) 
by Covenant aj himſelf with che Creatures, and as it were pro- 
miſeth chat he will help cheir Acts. AndI ſuppole the Dr. himſelf doth 
notimbrace the previous efficacious motion mentioned by the ſtrict Fol- 
lowers of St. Thomas, and of Calvin. 

\ Thus God removes Kings, and ſets up Kings. And this the Dr. will 
acknowledge, when herecovers himſelf.

But all theſe ways, or any other that can be thought of, are 
governed and determined by Divine Providence, and the Frince thus 
advanced is as truely placed in the Throne by God, as if he had been 
expreſly nominated, &c. | 

r the Secret or Reaſon of the Drs. obſcurity and confuſion, I be- 
leve, is this, He could not condemn the Inſtruments of Gods Provi- 
dence in this Revulution, out of fear : And he could not juſtifte them, 
becauſe of his Erroneous Conſcience and Prejudice. And fo he runs on 
with a General and Confuſed Diſcourſe of the Diſpoſals of Providence, 
Juft as a Quaker, when he knows not what to ſay, will tell you, Ir is the 
Light within him that tells him it is ſo as he. faith. So theſe Men will 
tell you, that it is Gods Providence: which is very true of all Acts,

And I will add the Dr's worgs, 
$11. P. 3. muitatis. mutandis, The Doctrine of Reſiſtance in ſome Caſe 
may ſtartle ſome Men at firlt, before they have well conſidered jr, 
But every one at firſt ſight muſt acknowledge, that it is fo much for 
the Eaſe and Safety of Subjects in all Male-Adminiſtrations and Uni- 
verſal Opprefſion, ( which ſometimes happen ) what the Generality 
of Mankind,” from an inward Principle of Self-preſervation, have al- 
ways done, and will always do, that they have reaſon to with it to 
be true, and to be {glad to ſee it well proved. And p. 18. Theſe 
Principles are {o- very uſeful, eſpecially in all Innovations in Church, 
or State, that Subjects have great Reaſon to with chem true, and to 
examine: over again thoſe ſtrict Principles of Loyalty, which if pur- 
ſagd! to; their juſt Conſequence, muſt - unavoidably in ſome Junctures, 
Sacrifice whole,.Kingdoms, at: leaſt all Subjects, who pretend to this 
degree and kind of Loyalty and: Conſcience; to the Tyranny of Evil 
Counſellors, or Male- Adminiſtration of their Prince. And once more 
I will 'bortow the Dr's words, p. 44. (for I cannot uſe fo good ) 
Since then ſuch Male-Adminiſtrations will happen, ſach Principles as 
mutt diflolye Humane Society, when ſuch Male-Adminiftration hap- 


pens, */or expoſe the moſt innocent: and conlciencious Men to the 


zteſt- Sufferings, without ſerving any good end by them, cannot 
be true: For the End of Government is the Prefervation of Hu-

Feſtival and Religious Holy-cay , withour the Execution and Pu- 
niſhment of ſome.” Or as Caligula, who being highly diſpleaſed 
upon a time with- the multicude, #ould ro God ( quoth he ) that the 
People of Rome: had but one Neck,, meaning to chop them off at one 
blow: And ſaid, Let them hate me, fo they fear me. Or as Nero, 
to, lay;' Dies, the whole Earth be on Fire, while 1 live. 
Tyrants'may poſlibly be well pleaſed with the Do- 


I fay ſuch, cs 
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Arine of Non- reſiſtance. But ſurely no good and wiſe Prince, who 
would have the AﬀeRions of his Subjefts, doth defire that ſach 
Doctrine ſhould be raught- The Great and Noble Spirit of 4u- 
guſtus Ceſar, or the Courage and Valour, together with the Cle- 
mency and Mercy of a Veſpaſian, or the Impartial Adminiſtration 
of Juſtice in a Trajan, would deteſt and Ioath ſuch a ſotcich, bru- 
tiſh, and unnatural Principle. And nothing can make a Prince in- 
courage it, but a Deſign upon his People, or to reduce them to 
Popery and Slavery, or to Rule Tyrannically, that is, both Wicked- 
ly, and Uneafily- St. Pau! himſelf ſtood upon his Priviledge againſt 
the Magiſtrate, 4s 16. 37. Paul ſaid unto them, They have beaten 
us openly uncondemned , being Romans, and have caſt us into Priſon, 
and now do they thruſt us out privily? Nay verily, but let them come 
themſelves, and fetch us out. It is a moſt excellent and prevailing 
Motive for the Saviour of Mankind , and his choſen Apoſtles, to 
uſe, to tell them, that if they will be his Diſciples, ia ſome Caſe 
they muſt become Slaves. If they fave their Countrey, and defend 
themſelves againſt Violence and Oppreflion, -( which they cannot 
but do, as Senſible and Reaſonable Creatures) they are certainly 
Damned. This verily is to become Fools that they may be wile 
to Salvation, in another Senſe than St. Paul meant it. 

And now let us hear what the Dr. faith to us about Rom. 13. 
To ſay the Apoſtle here ſpeaketh of Lawfwl Powers, is. gratis dictum, 
for there is no Evidence of it. 

A. There is Evideace of itz and the Evidence or Reaſon. of it, 
is this ; Neither God, nor Man gives Authority to any man to oÞ- 
preſs the Innocent. Therefore che Innoceat in reſiſting Illegal pro- 
ceedings, reliſt no Authority z Nor do no evil, forbidden by God, 
or Man. See my Anſwer to the Hiſtory of Paſhve Obedience, in 
the beginning. 

But, ſaith the Dr. The Criticiſm between "E514 and Ivaus will not 
do; for they both ſignifie the ſame thing in Scripture, either Force and 
Power, or Authority, 

A. Some Paſſive-Obedience men think this unanſwerable : Bur 
furely the Dr. cannot think the Divines of our - Perſwaſion fo weak, 
as to lay the ſtrength of the Argument upon a Word or Criticiſm. 
But. firſt they give a'Reaſon, as before, and then to illuſtrate their 
Argument, uſe the words, as Modern Criticks ſay, they are moſt 


commonly uſed in our days. The Apoſtle doth not fay, Al Power, 


&vvauws, that is, Strength is of God ; but Al Power, "E572, that is, Au- 
thority, or Lawful Power, is of God ; implying, that it is not be 
that is the ſtrongeſt man, hath Gods Authority, as Mr. Hobbs faith ; 
neither hath any Oppreſſor in the AR of Oppretlion ; neither wadey 
require 
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required not to reſiſt fach ARs of Opprefſion. But I obſerve how- 
ever, that he faith nota word to thoſe Criticks, who ſay, that *: i= 
Srxncts The Powers that be, that is, the True (or Lawful) Powers. But 1 
would not have the Dr. think, that our Divines lay the ſti«(s of fo great 
2 cauſe upon Criticiſms ; but they may be plain Illuſtrations. 

The Dr. goes on, p. 19. Why ſhould we think ihe Apoile bere inteuds 
a diftinttion unknown to Scripture ? Had there been any ſuch Rule before 
given, To ſubmit to Lawful Powers, but not to ſubmit to Uſurpers, there had 
been ſome pretence for underftanding St. Paul's All Powers, of all Legal 
Power ; but there being nothing like this any, where elſe in Scripture, if be 
had intended any ſuch distinftion, be ought to have ſaid it in expreſs words, 
or elſe no body could reaſonably have underitood him to intend this Precept 
of ſubjetion to the Higher Powers, only of the Powers that bad Legal 
Ri ht, 

= St. Paul was not bound, neither was he ſent to teach the Ro- 
mans Political Government, but he ſuppoſeth chem to know this by 
the Cnſtoms of their Countrey, and he cells rhem, They muſt ſubmic, 
and not reſiſt ; for all Power 3s of God. Chriſtians, as well as Hea- 
thens, or Jews, muſt obey Authority. Burt he doch nor Gy, thar 
Ulfurped Power or Strength is of God, and to be ſubmitted to. And 
though the Dr. ſaith, There is pothing like this any where «ſe in Scripture, 
which i: gratis diftum, yet other Learned Divines ſay, that tie Apoſtle 
means this, 1 Peer. 2. 13,14. When he faith, Submit your [elves to every 
Ordinance of Man for the Lords ſake, whether to the King as Supream. 
Hence they colle&, and I think truly, That the Donation of the Power 
is of God, and the Deſignation of the Perſon, or Limitation and Qua- 
lification of the Power is of Man, tho” it is alſo the diſpoſal of Provi- 
dence. I have ſaid in another Diſcourſe, God and Man in theſe Ats 
are not oppoſite, but ſubordinate. God is the firſt Caule; Man is the 
ſecond Cauſe, . The Prince that receives Authority from Man, receives 
it from God alſo, tho' mediate)y by Man; and is Gods Miniſtet and a 
Ruler, ». 3, 4. 

The Dr. proceeds : Then in order to the fulfilling of this Precept, it would 
be neceſſary for Subjetts to exaniine the Titles of Princes, and to that end 
ro be well shild in Hiſtory, and the Laws of a Nation, and to be able to 
Judge between a pretended and real Right, CC. 

A. And ſurely it is not ſo difficult a thing to know who is our Prince, 
as the Dr. would make it. It is fo eafie, that every Subject in England, 
as far as ever I heard, never doubted that the late King Fames was the 
lawful King of England, &c. And there needs no great $kill in Hiſtory 
and Law to know this. And as for the' Revolution, when we are 
bound in Conſcience to obey. angther King, there needs no Hiſtory to 
tell us, what we have ſeen andheard. And the Reverend Dr. will tell 
us, 
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us, when the Gayernment is ſetled, p. 9. Suppoſe the greateſt uncertain- 
ty that you can ſuppoſe, the Conſciences of men would not be more 
perplexed, than you. have perplexed them at this day : And therefore 
you need not have faid, Let any man judge in what perplexities this ſenſe of 
the Apoſties Precept would invalye tbe Conſciences of men. 

The Dr. hath a great deal more to the ſame purpoſe , and de. 
ſcants at large. T9 which;1 anſwer in general , - That if St. Paul 
had taught us Politicks in- Rom. 13z I thould have thought it very 
ſtrange. Men muſt leara Politicks from the Laws of Reaſon, and 
the common Prudence and Experience of Mankind. 

Suppoſe the Great Turk in a Paſſion, or upon a ſmall Proyg- 
cation, ſhould draw his Scymeter or Sword, to kill ſome Eminent 
Nobleman of his Court, and the Nobleman ſhould defend his Life 
by force of Arms, and by Skill. or Strength.ſhould diſarm his-greac 
Lord and Maſter, and elcape for his Lite. In this cale I- fay, Na- 
tural Religion and Conſcience will juſtite the Innocent Nobleman, 
and will tell the Great Turk, that he ought to give God thanks in 
ſuch like- words as David did, when Abigail by her wiſdom pacified 
his wrath, 1 Sam. 25. 33, Bleſſed be the Lord God, who ſent thee this day 
30 meet me; And bleſfed be thy advice, and bleſſed be thow, who haſe kept me 
tbis day from ſhedding blood. I (honld never read the Scriptures, nor any 
Hiſtory or Law-book, to tell me, who is my King, no more than I 
would to tell me, who is my Father and Mother. I like a Fool haye 
all my days preſumed without Book, with my Fellow-ſubjecs, and with 
my Brethren and Siſters, who is my _ and who is, my Father and 
Mother 3 and. have honoured and obeye m according to the fifth 
Commandment. Such reaſoning is uaworthy of the profound Judg- 
ment of Dr. Sherlock. If the Dr. pleaſeth, I would defire him to write 
2 Book to teach Children what are their Names, and who are their God- 
fachers and God-mothers, before we Catechize them any more. For, is 
it nat, a very hard thing to know all theſe things ? ' See how prejudice 
blinds the Eyes of pious and wiſe men. 

I confels, that when there is a competition for the Crown, or when 
Impoſture may be reaſonably ſuſpected, or in the like extraordinary 
caſe, then the Subjects may become Sceptics.

If the choice and conſent of 
the People makes a Prince, then no man is a Subjett, but be who conſents to 
be ſo, For the major Vote cannot include my conſent, unleſs I pleaſe : That 
is che Effet of Law and Compatt, or Force, not of Nature, If Subjefts give 

their 
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rheir Printe Anthority, they may take it away again, if they pleaſe. There C21 be 
no Irreſiſtible Authority derived from the People : For if Authority be wholly 
derived from them, who ſhall hinder - them from taking it away when they ſee 
fit ? Upon theſe Principles, there can be no- Hereditary Monarchy : ' One Gene«

with all, or the moſt Judicious Philoſophers; 'Schoolmen., and Re- 
formed Divines) I can ſee where to fix the' Foundation: of Govern- 
ment, and that is in the Agreement” of the People: And this is 
the ordinary Diſpoſal of Providence. But let it be by the Eleci- 
on and Conſent of the People: Or by Conqueſt, and: fo by Aﬀeer-= 
Covenant : Or by Submiſhon, which is an Implicite After-Covenant: 
Or by continued Ulſurpation, as the Dr. ſpeaks, which ſtill is found- 
ed upon After-Covenant and Promiſe, all theſe are: the Diſpoſals of 
Providence. So that the Dr. very weakly (for I do not believe he 
doth it craftily ) gives only the General Cauſe, which no Man de- 
nies. But we defire to know, what 1s ( cauſa ſecunda, proxima, & 
particulars) the ſecond, next, and particular Cauſe ( as the: Schools 
ſpeak ) of this Revolution-and Government. | 

And the Reaſon is, either we have done very well, or very ill 

in 
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in joining with the P. of 0. And we would gladly convince the 
Dr. or any Man elſe, that we have hazarded all chat is dear to 
- Man, Virtuouſly and Honourably, to preſerve Gods true Religion 


and Worthip as by Law Eſtabliſhed, to ſave the Engliſh Monarchy 


from the Ulſurpations of the Biſhop of Xome; and to continue the 
Liberties of our Native Countrey. 

The Providence of God is no Rule, or Reaſon, or Meaſure of our 
Duty: But the Law of God and Nature, and the Laws of the 
Land, when they contradi&t not theſe. And the Dr. will tell us 
ſo, when he thinks of it, p. 32+ The Divine Providence hath Ways 
and Methods of removing Kings and Setting up Kings, which we 
are not aware of, nor concern'd to know, becauſe it is no part of 
our Duty. 

To ſum up all this, In this Revolution ſome taik of Deſertion and 
Abgication : Some of Conqueſt: Some of Gods Providence, as the 
Dr. and ſome of the EleRtion of the People. 

1. As to Deſertion and Abdication , whether the Late King did 
in a proper and ſtri& ſenſe Abdicate the Kingdom is a matter that 
I need not diſpute, but ſurely the Convention did well to take this 
into Conlideration, that the Kingdom was left without any Order 
or Government, in a very troubleſom time. But ſoppoling that it 
was a proper and ſtrict Abdication, this doth not make the Prince 
and Princeſs of Orange, King and Queen of Erg/and. This muſt be 
ſome other way. ; 

2. As to Conqueſt. And, 3. As to Gods Providence, I have ſaid 
enough to fatisfie any Conſciencious, and wiſe. Man, who will lay 
aſide Prejudice and Prepofleſſion. 

And Calorie 4 I am fally fatished in my own Conſcience, 
and will diſpute the Cafe with any Learned and Conſciencious Di- 
vine, that it can be juſtified no other way, but by the EleRion of 
the People. in Conventian. 

As for the Examples of Fehoiada, and Joaſh, and Arhaliab, and of 
Feroboam, and Jebu, | think there may be a betcer Account given, than 
the Dr. gives: But this is nothing to the main Controverſie between 
him, and us. That concerns the Non-Srvearers. 

I ſhall only give you a familiar Simile or Example out of Scrip- 
ture of the Election of a King, tho' it doth not qr4drure in omnibus 3, It 
is not ( nor needs be ) fitted in all Circumſtances tro the Kingdom 
of England. 

In the firſt Book of Sam. chap. 8. The People of :7-::/ Jchire a King, 
( Then it follows, they had none before. ) Whereupon Samuel told 
them his Meſſage from God, and at laſt yielded to che Impurtunity of 
the People. And he called all the People, Chap. 10. that is, N the 
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Heads, Elders, and Princes of che People ; a great Convention, Parlia- 
ment. or Aſſembly of the Nation. And they choſe Saw, And all the 


People ſhouted, and ſaid, God ſave the King, And thoſe whoſe Hearts 


God had touched went with him. And they that deſpiſed him, were 


called Children of Belial. And Iihall only. add Sammels Admonition-and 


Counſel, Chap. 12. ver. 24, 25. Only ftar the Lord, and ſerve him in truth 
with all your heart : for conſider how great things he hath done for you, But 
if ye ſhall jill do wickedly, ye ſhall be conſumed, both ye and your King. 

I know that there are two Prejudices ( as the Dr. ſpeaks in like caſe ) 
rather than Objections againſt this Truth. 

I. This will not pleaſe che King, and Royal Family. 

2. This occaſions Subjects to Rebel, when they think fit. 

I. This will not pleaſe the King, and Royal ramily. 

A. Weare confident that this is an Infinuation of weak Spirits, and 
directly contrary to the Great and Heroick Deſigns of their Sacred Ma- 
jeſties, and their Impartial Adminiſtrations of Jaitice ; and God forbid 
we ſhould doany thing juſtly meriting the loſs of Their Majeſties Fa- 
vour,' and their Hearts confiding/in us. | I am ſure that the pleading for 
our Liberties, is no Prejudice to the Kings Crown, or Prerogatives- 
Why ſhonld not our Soveraign look upon us with Reſpect, when we 
pay him all Legal Obedience out of Conſcience, and venture our Lives 
and Fortunes in defence of his Crown and Dignity, as well as of our 
Laws, and Properties * Why may not we hope for Preferment, Ho- 
nour, and Commendation, as well as thoſe who never practiſe what they 
teach? When I have lived to ſee their Senſes too _ for their fingu- 
lar Divinity. But however we fare in this World, Iam of Opinion, 
that a King ſhould do Juſtice, a Prieſt ſhould teach Truth, and a Soui- 
dier ſhould Fight for a good Cauſe, and leave the Succels ro God, The 
Happineſs of 4 Kingdom is in a Princes Ruling as a Father, and Subjects 
obeying out of Love, rather than meer neceflity. 

Obj. 2+ Thi occaſions Subjetts to Rebel, when they think fit, 

To this I ſay, beltdes whatT have formerly written, that the Doctrine 
of Non-Afliſtance, which is now become common, is as bad, if not 
worſe than our Doctrine of Reſiſtance in ſome Caſe. Now the Dr. owns 
tlie former, p. 50. ſaying, Thus far I rhink the Subjefts may be very guilt- 
leſs, who do not drive the King away, but only ſuffer him quietly ( to be driven 
away, or ) to eſcape out of bus Kingdom : for this is no Rebellion, no Reſiſt ance, 
but only Non-aſſiſt ance, which may be very innocent : For there are ſome Caſes, 
wherein Subjefts are not bound to aſſiſt their Prince, and if ever there were ſuch 
a Caſe thus us it- 

I grant Non-Aſſiſtance and Reſiſtance are not the ſame in all caſes : 
I granc we are not bound to affiſt our King in Illegal Commands : But 
I ſhould think, that if we may nor refiſt him in his Illegal and Arbi- 
crary. Commands, we ought 1n Conde ience to afliſt bim in his Legal 
2Mbs T.. m- 
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Commands, -«{pttially in the preſervation of his Perſon, Crown and 
Dignity. And I am (ure that the late King would have called this a 
Seditious and Rebellious Doctrine, as well as ours. But thus the poor 
King was cheated. - And the Dr. may ſay, as well as think in his hearr, 
þ. 27. Let him go, if be cannot defend himſelf. Well; I commend the 
Dr. in this caſe, for Teaching Subje&s to (ſleep in a whole $kin. Bur 
in troth I think, it 1s more plain dealing, and the King had better be 
told, that in the fame cafe chey will not affiſt him, they will reli, 
that is, in caſe of Univerſal Oppreſſion. 

I will ſuppoſe for once, that David was againſt Defenfive Arms and 
Reſiſtance in any caſe; and upon this ſuppoſition, let us hear his Jude- 
ment and Reſolution, 1 Sam. 26.15, 16, David ſaid wnto Abner, Art 
not thou a valiant man ? and who 1s like wnto thee in Ifrael > Wherefore 
then haſt thou not kept thy Lord the King ? for there came one of the people 
in to deſtroy the King thy Lord. Thu thing is not good that thou haſt done : 
As the Lord liveth, ye are worthy to die, becauſe ye have not kept your Maſter 
the Lords Anointed. 

Abner might have replied to Pavia, (if he had been tayght by the 
Dr. ) Sir, the King is-in oo of you; when you are innocents atid 
that illegally, 'cruelly, cauſleſly,. malictoully ; and therefore tho' I'mxt 
not reli, I may not aſhſt, nor ſee your innocent blood- ſhed, Take 
my Maſter, Lord, and King, and do what you will with him. Here 
T muſt delire the Dr. to reflet upon his Conſcience in the fear of 
God. - And 1 dare appeal to the Jadgment of -any moderate, conſcien- 
rious; 2nd learned Pepiſt, or to the Judgment of ariy mcifferenc man in 
che World, -if ovr Doctrine be not as honeſt 'as this. In-'this caſe 
Non-Afſſiftance is as bad as Reſiſtance; for the Prince mult certainly, 
infallibly, and inevitably fall into the hands of his Adverſaries, with 
this aggravation, That thoſe he truſted deceived him. 

To this purpoſe we may conſider that diſtinction of ' the Efficient 
Cauſe mentioned by the School-men. Ir is either, 1. Phyfical © Or, 
2. Moral. The Phyſical Cauſe is that which hath' a real influx to- 
wards the Effet, or that which truly, and of it fel contributes to 
the Being of the Effect. The Moral Cauſe is that, which tho? it 
doth not really operate in producing the Effect, yet it is ſuch ( #2 or- 
dine Morss) 'in order to Manners, as they fay, as if it really conferred 
Being to the Effet; and that becauſe the Effe& that follows is no lets 
imputable to it, than if it 'had produced the Efttt by. a real iriflux; 
fach are cauſes conſulting, commanding, and not hindering, 'when they 
ought to hinder. Burt I have ſufhcjently lathed chis Doctrine elſewhere. 

As for the reſt of the Book, iris either what we grant, or what hath 
been already anſwered, or cantains-the Dr's.

Arms in ſome caſe. Now who are the Innovators ? they that follow the 
firſt Doors of our Church, or they that have embraced other new and 
unheard of Principles in Government > I leave the works of our Fore- 
fathers to be Judges. 

But bere- it is objected by ſome weak and faRious ſpirirs, that our 
Convention (or Parliament) have done as bad to-the hate King, as the 
Rump. Parliament, {0 called, O. C. and the Army of Sectaries did to 
King Charles the Firſt : And therefore if we are juſtifiable, they are ju- 
ſifable, and conſequently 74». 30. ought not to be-kept as a day of Hu- 
miliation and Faſting.

P.of 0. tho' a Soveraign Prince, and no way Subje& to the Late King,. 
did not Murder him, when he had him in his Power : But 0. C. and the 
Sectaries of the Army Beheaded King Charles the Firſt, tho' he was Innos. 
cent,and a Prince of moſt Excellent Virtues,and of Ever Bleſſed Memory.

A. This Text doth not forbid the Change of Government in Abſolute 
neceſlity, when the Safety of the whole Kingdom requires it, and it is 
done Regularly, and for the Publick Good. But commands Obedience 
and Fear to the preſent Lawful King, and never to join with Change- 
lings, who are reſtleſs under Government, aud Lightly, Wanconly, Fx. 
ctioutly; 
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Aioufly, or Seditioufly oppoſe what is preſent. It is not to be under- 
ftood Mora)ly, as if it were Abſolately evil, and a Sin to change, when 
the whole Frame of Governmeatis corrupt : But you muſt take it pru- 
dentially, that a wiſe Man, who fears God, ought not to Change that 
Form of Government under which he lives, unleſs in urgent neceſſity. 
But what if the King be given to Change? Then meddle-not with Him. 
Keepthe Fundamencal Laws and Cuſtoms of your Countrey, and the 
true Religion by Law Eſtabliſhed. We fay ( faith a Learned Author ) 
that if Power be roo to the King by Law, yea, or toother Magiſtrates, 
tho” it be againſt Religion,we have no help bur ſuffering,or flying, till we 
can be helped by. Lepal ways. Bur if when we have Laws for our Religi- 
on and Liberties,the King out of his own will, or ſeduced by others, ſhall 
In anBlegal wy A to deprive us of them, now:'we may- defend our 

ſelves, and in this we reſiſt no Kingly Authority, but the Will of ſuch a

A. This is true (faith one) of Inferiour Magiſtrates as well as Superiors, 
and yet none will ſay,but the Inferior may be reſiſted. Kings ſhould imitate 
God in Wiſdomin Juſtice,ia Mercy,&c, and defend,not oppreſs the Inno- 
cent. To tell a King thus becomes a Prieſt, much better than to delude 
him with an unaccountable and irreſiſtible Power.

A. By,here,denotes the Principal cauſe,it doth not exclude the leſs Prin- 
cipal, or Inſtrumental, the Election of the People.

People to defend themſelves againſt a Tyrant, or to Depole a Tyrant, but 
rather acknowledgeth them Inſtruments. This hinders not what St. Tho- 
mas faith,(2.2.4.10,art.to.) Dominion and Prejacy were introduced by Hu- 
mane Right. Becauſe God and Man both concur to Government: God is 
the firſt Cauſe, Man the ſecond. Whatſoever the ſecond Cauſe doth 
(faith Forreſcue out of an ancient Author, c. 3. ) the ſame doth the firſt

A. Theſe Texts ſpeak of a King Ruling according to the Cuſtoms and 
Laws of his Couatrey.or not of Tyrants and Opprefſlors : Or,at leaſt,they 
forbid not ſelf-defence in caſe of Extremity. I may honour the King, and 
yet not ſuffer him to kill me, when I am innocent, and have ſerved Him 
faithfully.and when he ought by the Laws of God and Maa to prote& me, 
Solomon, Prov.30.31.ſpeaks of the glory and happinels of a potent and invin-= 
Cible Prince : not of any Moral evil or unlawfulneſs in defending our 
ſelves again(t Illegal Courſes, Oppreſſon,and Tyranny of wicked Princes. 
Again, theſe Texts give a General Rule, being wholly ſilent in caſual ex- 
ceptions 3 as in caſe of excream Male-Adminiltration.The ſacred Writers 
exclude not certain Pats, (ſaith a grave Divine)or Laws of Humane Crea- 
tion,Cor Conſtitution) by which the King is put into that Super-eminency. 
And the ſaying of Optra: MHilcvitanw, 1s either to be taken of Emperors 
or Abſolute Monarchs : or verily of Him,whoreſtrains his Super-eminence 
within the Laws of Divine as well as Humane Conſtitution ; for then in 
truch, There is none above the Emperor,but God alorie,who made the Em- 
peror- Solomon faith what may be done, . not what may always be rightly 
done by a Prince.For afterwards,v.g. he teacheth us that many abuſe their 
Power to Tyranny. There is 4 time wherein one Man ruleth over another 
to his own hurt, Therefore he doth ry give the Magiſtrate leave to = 
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what he will. For the Power of Man is limited by the Word of God, and 
honeſt Laws. Becauſe it is written, We muſt obey God rather than Man: and 
give toCzlar the things that are Calar's, and to God the things that are Gods. 
The ſecond verſe is not to be underſtood otherwiſe, 7 counſel thee ro keep 
the Kings commandment,and that in regard of the Oath of God. As if he ſhould 
ſay, So obey the King, as rather to obey God, to whom we areall 
bound with greater Religion. 

Obj. Eccl. 10. 20. Curſe not the King, no not in thy thought 5 and curſe 
not the rich in thy bed-chamber ;, for a Bird of the Air ſhall carry the voice, 
and that which hath wings ſhall tell the matter, 

A. Solomon prohibits reviling, or {lighting the Kings perſon, or ſpeak- 
ing evil of the King, either for natural, or moral, perſonal defeats, and 
vices.: And he cautions us againſt wrath for a little Oppreſſion ; becauſe 
4 King may eaſily be revenged on us, and ruine us: But he forbids not 
ſelf-defence in caſe of Univerſal Opprefſion. If thou art wiſe and skilful, 
deſpiſe not a young or a fooliſh King, by mocking his Majeſty ; by-proud 
{landering his Government ; by contemniag and reproaching his Statutes 
and Deeds ; but (as much as the matter and truth will bear) ſpeak thou 
honourably of him, and think the beſt, and interpret well actions that 
are doubtful (faich ſome Author.) For it is wiſdom as well as duty to 
reverence the Kings Perſon and Office, and conceal ſmall miſcarriages. 

Obj. St. Matth. 22.21. Read the Context, v. 15, Then went the Pha- 
riſees, and took counſel how they might intangle him in his talk, And they ſent 
out unto him their Diſciples, with the Herodians, ſaying, Maſter, we know that 
thou art true, and teacheſt the way of God in truth, neither careſt thou for any 
man, for thou regardeſt not the perſon of men: Tell us therefore, what thinkeſt 
thou ? Is it lawful to give Tribute unto Clar, or not ? But Jeſus perceived 
their wickedneſs, and ſaid, Why tempt ye me, ye Hypocrites * Shew me the 
Tribute-money and they brought unto bim a penny, And he ſaid unto them, 
Whoſe is this Image and Super/criprion ? They ſay unto him,Czlars. Then ſaith 
he unto them, Render therefore unto Czſar the things which are Czfars ; and 
unto God the things that are Gods. When they had heard theſe words, they 
narvelicd, and left him, and went their Way, 

A. lt is moſt certain that Tribute is to be paid to our Governours, 
The Herodians were ſent to intangle him in his talk : And they pro- 
pounded this Queſtion concerning Ceſar, the Roman Emperor's Tribute. 
To which our Saviour anſwers, that they ought to render to Ceſar the 
things that are Ceſars. So that by Chriſts command all Subjects muſt wil- 
lingly and chearfully, and for Conſcience fake render honour, tribute,cu- 
ſtom, ſubjection, and obedience to the Higher Powers, which are ordain- 
ed of God. But what is this to the Defen{ive Arms againſt Tyranny and 
Opprefſion? The Jews had promiſed Obedience to the Romans, and to 
Ceſar. Now what we promule, (Synop. out of G.) tho' forced by necefſi- 
ty of War, binds us faſt z for unleſs ir were fo, the whole — a 
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Covenant would periſh. Peſides Poſſeffion of a long time, which to er 
deavour to move (or change) is always unjuſt in publick Afﬀairs. Chriſt, 
and his Apoſtles, and the Primitive Chriſtians hearkened to no Innova- 
tions under what ſpecious pretences ſoever, but pertormed Faith, Alle- 
giance, and Obedience tothe Emperor. But let any man prove that theſe 
Emperges did not rule the Jews according to their Promiſe and Cove- 
nant, and known Laws and Cuſtoms; or that our Saviour forbids defend- 
ing our Lives, Liberties, or Properties, if invaded contrary to Law, 
Cuſtom, or Covenant. Again, it follows not, that if Chriſt doth not here 
diſpute Ceſar: Title, that he never did, nor that his Diſciples never fati{- 
fied themſelves. I am ſure the Scribes and Phariſees, and the multicude 
cryed out, when our Saviour was accuſed, We have no King but Czar 5 
2 plain acknowledgment of Ceſars Title, Power and Authority. 

Obj. 1 Tim. 2. 1,2,3. 1 exhort therefore that firſt of all, ſupplications,prayers, 
interceſſions, and giving of thanks be made for all men; for Kings, and for all 
that are in Authority, that we may lead a quiet and peaceable life, in all godli= 
neſs and honeſty ; for this is good and acceptablein the ſight of God our Saviour, 

A. This 1s alſo ſpoken of Governours indefinitely, and of ſuch who 
would rule according to the Cuſtoms and Laws of their Countries: Not of 
Tyrants who would Subvert National Laws and Cuſtoms without cauſe. 
And tho' there was great Confuſtons in the Roman Empire about the 
Throne, ſometimes, yet ſtill the Emperor promiſed to Rule according to 
Laws and Cuſtoms received: And ſurely no Man can prove that Paſſive O- 
bedience was owned in thoſe days, if the Emperor commanded lllegally : 
Nor was their Hereditary Succeſſion in the Empire, The wickedneſs of 
Man,cannot deſtroy the Inſtitution of God. But Magiſtrates. Kings, Empe- 
rors are conſtituted of God. And Chriſtian Religion doth not overthrow 
the Political Government of Infidels and Heathens. Therefore we muſt 
pray for all, Perſecutors, and Idolaters. 

Obj. Tit. 3-1, Put them in mind to be ſubjett to Principalities and Powers, 
roobey Magiſtrates. 

A. All theſe Texts command what no rational Man, much leſs Chri- 
ſrian denieth, ought to be given to our Governors : But they prohibic 
not Defenſive Arms in caſe of Univerſal Oppreſſion. 

Obj. 1 St. Pee. 13, 14, 17. Submit your ſelves to every Ordinance of Man 
for the Lords ſake, whether it be to the King as Supream,or unto Governours, 4s 
anto them that are ſent by him for the puniſhment of evil doers, and for the 
praiſe of them that do well, Fear God. Honour the King, 

A, The Apoſtle ſpeaks indefinitely of Governors,and of Obedience to 
them 3 but he ſcaces no particular Caſe. When this Epiſtle was written, 
(Syn9p.0ut of G.)I think that Claudins,or Nero,was Emperor. Therefore we 
mulſr obey Intidels, and evil Princes. But this prohibits not Self-defence; 
when Laws are violated. Tho' the Ordinance or Government in the man+ 
ner of its Conſtitution be from Man,(faith a Learned Author )yet becauſe

of the neceſſicy of its Inſtitutionzit is from God. Submit to it,tho*. of Man; 
for the Lords ſake.For God is the primary Author.Obſerve Kings and Pre- 
fidents are an Humane Conſtitution or Ordinance,made by Men with com- 
mon Conlent,by certain Laws,yet by the Command and Authority of God, 
So that I conclude with a great Stateſman, 4s ir was the Oppreſſion and Sla- 
very unaer which we had been brought, that rendered His Majeſty 5 undertaking 
in coming into theſe Kingdoms with armed Force, in order to redeem them, both 
Honourable and Fuſt : So it was the Hope of being delivered by Elim from Miſery 
and Bondage,that incouraged us firſt to invite,and then to cooperate with Him in 
the Proſecution and Accompliſhment of His Glorious Deſign: [t was:the Invaſion 
upon our L aw« that we complained of, and from which we deſired: and indeavour- 
ed to be relieved, &C. Wt | 

Thus I have omitted no appearance of an Obje&tion,and have given (a- 
tisfaction to all, that will examine things impartialty and con(cienciouſly, 
in order to their ready and: hearty Obedience to -Their Majeſties, and 
the Preſervation of the Religion, Laws, and Liberties of this Kingdom. 

I ha!l conclude all with a plain Exhortation ' both in - reſpe&'of the 
King, and Subjects. x ' 

Firſt, For the King.Seeing His Majeſty hath received Power and Autho- 
rity from God, it concerns him to Adminiſter Juſtice and Judgment. For 
GodsEye is All-ſeeing,and-he is Omnipreſent. God /tandeth in the Congre- 
gation of the Mighty : he judgeth among the Gods,P(al.82.1, It is a poor,weak, 
inferior thing, beneath the Spirit and Dignity of a Prince,to wrong the In- 
nocent : But it is indeed Great and Godlike,to ſeek Judgment,and relieve 
the Qpprefled.God hath Honoured Kings with his own Namie and Titles, 
and they ſhguld imitate Him in Wiſdom, Goodneſs, Juſtice, and Mercy: 
And asthis tends to the Honour of God,and Happineſs of his Church, and 
the Proſperity ofthe Kingdom,ſo.it gains the Love and Aﬀection of Sub- 
jets, which is. the only Ambition of Valiant,; Wie, and JufMonarchs: 

Secondly; For the Subject. beving Kings are by Gods Defignation,Ordi- 
nation,or Conſticution,let every Subje&t humbly ſubmir. They derive their 
Right from the Higheſt Majeſty of Heaven and Earth. They are ſet over 
us by Gods approbation. And the-Ggd of 1rae!,who-led his People by the 
hands of ſes and Aaron, in all Ages bath ſubjected Mankind to ſome'of 
his Viceroys on Earth. And they who are Enemies to them, are Enemies 
to God, and caſt off that ſweet and eafte Yoke of Obedience, -to which 
God would have all his ſubmit. - This condemns - all -wilful Offenders, 
who diſobey Governours. They are'in'Gods ſtead, and:to deſpiſe them, 
isto deſpiſe God himſelf. And as Subjects ought to yield Obedience to 
their Noveruigns (which I have Illuſtrated elſewhere) fo they ought to be 
grateful for their Favour,Mercy,Clemency,and good Government. And in 
particular,they ought to be thankful to God,and the King, for the Mercies 
of this preſent time, eyen the Reviving of our Religion, Laws and Liber-
